Jewish descent, who resides in Now York, 
is the President of tho “Froe Religious As- 
sociation,” represented by the Fres Relig- 
fous Index. Possibly this may bo s roason

culling itself Folix Adler, President of tho 
Free Heliglous Association, and folsh by. 
mechanically analysing itself, in finding 
tho secret of ita own mechanism in the law 
of seloctton—ia one of Lose mysteries which 

` we confess our Galte intelicct Onda It bard 
to swallow. : 

That an impercoptibio globule of mud 
mney contain the potenclea of all life, animal 
and vegetable, 1s umong the posalbilitics. 
Wa do not placa limits ta tho power of 
Providence. Wehave no ancestral prideto 
be wounded in tracing back our genealogy 
to an atom or a molecule. Bat that this 
reroarkably clover bit of mud, with almply 
unthinkipg mechanism for Ita ally, and by 
colliding with other bite of mud, equally 
bright and clever, gradually produced the 
wonders of creation, including tho mind 
and body of man, ia tous, to put it mildly, 
hardly probable, however “rational” Mr. 
Adler may esteem it. Certainly it ls notan 

abypothesis calculated to shake our faith In 

immortality, 

“Nature is every whore careless of tha in- 
dividual," says Mr. Adler. How does it 
happen, then, that tha race is indebted 
to ita individuals, ita great Inventors, great 
thinkers, great heroes, and great seors 
for all that has sdvanced and adorned 
the race? Whore wasuature’s carelcssneas 
in producing & Cadmus, a Plato, a Bhaks- 
peare, a Newton, a Washington, a Franklin 
and a Lincoln? Nay, when itis needed thas 
thooght should;come In collision with 
thought, and men be waked up, even an 
Adler [s produced, and mada to utter pars- 
, -doxical nonsense under the grave disguise 
of scianoe, philosophy aud religion. — . 

But then "tha comfort and incentive" — 
think of that! The comfort of belleving 
thatthose sunny locks which wo gavoto 
the tomb in the joy aud heydny of her 
fresh, young life, with a heartbreak that 
aeemed to uproot our very reason—are 
buried in corruption forever; that those 
earnest affections, that thirst for all that is 
beautiful and good, is annihilated forever 
in company with the clods of the earth! 
Think of the “comfort” of it--ths "com- 
forti” If 1t is nli true—tet us know it—but 
is it true? And 4f true, are we to be 
mocked with this babble of “comfort?” 

Batthen che “incentive” What s com- 
pensation for the ‘annihilattan of life £s to 
be found in the thought of our post-mortem 
influence for good—of being "bollt into 
the social fabrio of the fature"—of produo- 
ing a contingent and imaginary effect upon 
the minds of Tom, Dick and Harry, Bridget 
and Euth,by convincing them that there is 
no fature existence] It strikes us that the 
"Incentive" is hardly one that can more the 
normal and heatthy míud to much  enthusi- 
asm. . 

Tho best of men, those who hava worked 
sincerely for the good of mankind, are often 
Ied to question whether they have not done 
more harm than good in the world by their 
Innocent errors, Tha good Dr. Watts, as ho 
gd vanood In life and drew nearer to a bellef 
in universal salvation, began to question 
whether he had not done more barm than 
good by his bell-fre hymns, frightening in- 
nocent-children and giving them falso no- 
tions of God. This "positivist" notion of 
"oomfort and Insenti ge! from aur postha- 
mous Influence, is as presumptuous and un- 

phical as it is utterly at variance 
with the known facts and legitimate syin- 
pathies of our human nature. 

It ia very woli to preach the “abnegatian 
ofeelf :” wanes it avery day in the devotion 
of good men to their famHies—in their 
‘sordid labors and their untiring persever- 
ance, in accumulating the means of pro- 
viding for thosè having a claim on their 
love and aupport. Bot how few out of the 
mass of humanity, bsve the oppportunity 
of doing much outside of thelrlitte circle, 
for getting consolation from the fantasy 
that they bave “Dulit themselves into the 
social fabrie of the futuro,” and all for 
good—in a way to compensate for the sb- 
sence of immortality! 

Is it not at onos comical and sad, tome 
the President of a Free Heligious Associa 
tion pottering over these vague, undemon- 
strated hypotheses of flremist and proto- 
plaam, and making them the ground for «tig: 
matizing all belief in tmmortality as not "ra. 
tional," and trying to persuade live, healthy, 

, normal mon, that they ought to find “con- 
fort and incentive” in tbe thought of hav.

The reverend 
baffoon-givea what he calls "chalk talks,” 
in which he mixes up piety with Jugglery, 
nnd comic alang with the’ “salvation of 
souls,” ‘nod the ready cant of the trader in 
the current phras o'ogy of the evangelical 
declatmer. Accurding to his own -account 
he was formerly n alcight-of-tand conjurer 
and showman. It seems to have occurred 
to bhim that by mingling the profession of a 
juggler with that of a saver of souls nnd a 
clorical tramp, bo might doa good business, 
nnd the zeault has justified his expectatlona, 
By professing to show up Splritaulism, at à 
charge of Lon or brenty-Ave canta, he man- 
nges in the cousde of a enson to pick up 
quite a nice IIttic sum—mmore, probubly,than 
nny Christian bishop receives na hia yearly 
salary. The daily newspapers finding itatill 
for thelr interest to defame Spiritualism, 
of courso give him encouraging puffs which 
send dupes by the hundred to his exhibl- 
tlons.

Itudiist, and saya that while by the resources 
of his conjuring art ho can imitate many of 
the phenomena so as Lo produce an effect on 
those upacqualinted with the real facta, yet 
there fa much wholly inimitablo under the 
conditions accepted by thegenulne medium, 
Elder Waite is juat as well aware of this as 
Jacobs; he &notos that the phenomenon o 
direct writing, a3 it lius been given by Wat- 
king, Slade and others, is wholly inexplica- 
ble and inimitabig by any concelvable da- 
vico which hia sklil or his imaginntlon can 
supply.

-For nearly a century no doubt exlated in 
tha minda of statesmen thruughout the 
wort, that the Federal and Stato constitu- 
tiona of uur Uniled Stites were alrendy 
secular, In Lhe mest MMtersl sonso of thnt 
word, from thelr formation, The Federal 
constilution forbida We establishmont by 
Congriss of ang National rellgion. It does 
nut In Jeet forbid ung State to establish n 
Btate rollgion,ay thut the power to establish 
a State religion ts, as ngalust the Federal 
constitution, revorvei Lo Lho neverni Staten. 
No epprebynsion hus thua far been felt that 
any Btate or Territory, except Utah, would 
exercise auch a pawer, aud the delay to ad. 
malt Utah aa n State luto the Union, will 


 probubly conttuue until the disposition to 


establish a Stale religlon fa overcome. "The 
preamble to our National cdnatitution nol- 
ther recognizes Uod gor the Christin re 
ligion. Tho document itaelf as nigned in- 
advertuntiy or mechaulcally, recogulzes 
Jesus Obrist us Lord, inthe manner of af 
fixing its date, which is nat "done in the 
your of the Obriatlan era,” but “dono In the 
year of vur Lord.” Tho articles of confed- 
eratton recognized neithár God nor Chris: 
tianity, Tue Declaration of Independénao 
recognized a "Oreatur" and “Supreme Ruler 
ofthe Universe.” Many of the coratitu- 
tions of the several states do. Tho exist- 
ence of n vory plona clause recognizing God 
and patronizing Obriat In the most polite 


"term, in theconatitullon of the Confedorata 


States of Americn;did not avall against tho’ 
guns and reglinonts of an utterly Godless 
constitution, to elay tha dotvafall of tho 
Caufederacy. " 

Stilt, nbuut the tlhe of tha adoption of 
the God-fearing rebel conatitution, by the. 
galntiy Jefferson Davis and the highly re 
liglous alavethioldera'rebelllon,certaln North- 
ern faustlcs, at the hent of whom were 
George H. Stuart, of Philadelphia, coiled 
tha attention of the American people te tho 
fact that the National constitution waa ut- 
terly Gudless, while the Cunfedernto consti. 
tutlón was fall of God. As a war measure, 
we, of course, wanted al] the atrength on 
our Bide we could get, If God waa going to

Protestant divines for 
seventy years hadconcurred in expounding 
fro: thelr pulpits the doctrine that tha 
complete independence of Church and State 
were not only the corner-stones of Protest. 
antism, but the bulwarka of Repubtican. 
ism, Every Prolestant divino frum Maine 
to Mexico, preactied at least one sermon a 
gear In magalüeatlon of State secutariza: 
tion and Church independence. . In this 
doctrine Chapin and Spear, Tyng and Beech. 
or, Parker and Cheever, in fact the most 
opposite phases of Protestantism were able 
tougres. Tho Roman Cathalls priesthood, 
in certain States, more particularly in New 
York, Maryland, Loulstzpa and 
worked ngatnst it by at g 
they were strong enough, to ob?x(n a share 
of publio money for thelr sectarian schools, 
hospltnis and other charities In New 
York, tho entire Protestant clergy bitterly 
dendunced Governor Seward as guilty of 
warring sgalnst the onelent Protestant 
princtple of the secularization of the State, 
when bs favored an appropriation of part, 
chool moneys to Catholic schools, 
thereby assuming that the Common Schools 
of the Btate were Protestant, which nssump. 
lion the Protestant clergy atoutly denied, 
insisting that they were secular.. Such vet 
eran leaders in the ileld of Protestant re- 
liglous labor as Dr. Hodert Baird, for many 


of Commissioners for Forelgn Missions, 
were foud of magnifying the principle of. 
the compete secularization of the Btat+ and 
the Independence of religion from all State 
patronage and control, as being the very 
life blood of Protestantism and the only 
security of Republicanism. 

All that large class of Protestants, who, 
like Baird 1n Amerfcaand Guizot and Thiers 


have regarded the conflict for free institu- 
tions, both in Europe and America, as being 
one to bo largely fought between Romanism 
and Protestantism, having regarded Homau- 
ism as identical with the unlon of Church 
and Btate,and Protestantism ag the force 
representing State secularization. 

Now, while it may be true that bere and 
therein the working of American institu. 
tions, there has been’s drop or two of leak- 
age from tho otherwise taut and stanch

But if the modern secularizers of the 
State attack tho title of Protestantiam toan 
invention 1n politics, of which theirs ia oniy 
nn improvemont, nnd conduct ther battle 
Bo as to array Protestantism in solld phal- 
aux against the very prinolple upon which 
Protestantism has for two centuries prided 
itself In Europe aud America, they may ad- 
vertiso themselves, but only by the disas- 
trousuess of thelr present defeat. If tha 
complete secularization of tho State [s nar. 
rowed down into the demand of Athelsm 
alona It [s already Lost, although -Protest- 
antísm has been steadily voting for lt every 
Lime It bad a chance, for twocenturles, 1f. 
however, it [a understood to bo the demand 
of enlightened republican cultura, irres- 
pective of secturinn and foleclogica! theo- 
ries, then it can and ought to win.

Thelr abolition 14 demanded 
by the Quakers and other secta, und by Jes- 
ua himself, and is in no sense, therefore, an 
athelstic principle. The enforcement of 
the observance of Sunday ns a Sabbath, laa 
principle to whieh scholarly Protestantlam, 
as represented by Dean Stanley, the Eucy- 
clopedia Brittanica and the Hke, and Euro- 
pena Protestantism, as represented by Cal- 
vin and Luther, and Cutholiclem evory 
where ls opposed. It belongs to the Scotch 
and Kngllah Puritanism of the past 2:0 
years; not to Christianity at large.

üt church of the United States at the 
posal of George H. Htunrt ss chief 
commander. It will drive it to vote for 
what it has heretofore regarded as the 
Romish: priaciple of altidnce of Chureh and. 
State. It will serve George H. Stuart's 
ends in like manner as Jefferson Davis 
served Wm. Lloyd Garrison's ends when he 
led the Bouth-Into a campaign against the 
Union. As nothing tbe abolitionista could 
do, could so speedily abollah slavery as 
Jeff. Davis's campaign against the constitu- 
tion, sc'nothing that George H. Stuart can 
do would ao speedily put Christidnity inte a 
hitherto secular constitution 24 a campaign 
of athoeinta only, agalnat things as they are. 
It the seculariata nim only to advertiso 
themseives, ail times and places are good 
enough forthat. If, however, they aim to 
carry auy political measure, they wil] make 
haste to go slowly, They will meet for de 
liberation with the view to effect such an 
organization as thirty milliona at lanst out 
of fifty millions ofthe American peopiecan 
wish to succeed in its atms.

sional needs to which any organization of 
the libera! culture of the world, to be cath- 
ollc and comprehensive must minister, wo 
bave not inchided or implied any kind of 
faith except faith in the fact that human 
nature posscases these. neveu primary pus 
sions, 

If the human mind ia so parrow that only 
men who are Spiritunlista can co aperate in 
these organizations, or if when formed they 
are to be perverted from thelr comprehen- 
Sive. scope, into organizations for promoting 
u creed, then our suggestion ta a fallure In 
advance of fta trial, We agree fully with 
Wm. Howitt and the otber Spirituallate 
who oppose tha organization of Splritunt- 
ints, or of any other religloniste as auch. 
But we belleve in investigating Spiritual- 
jam with sclentifia accuracy and apprecia- 
tive candor, with that combination of re- 


, ceptiveness and critical akli! which neither 


locks error into the mind, nor bolts truth 
out. Wo also believe in investigation of all 
contending systems, Chriatianity, Buddh- 
ism, Confucianism, nnd others which at- 
tempt to deal with Ibo great questions of 
iwmorta!ity duty nnd destiny dogmatically, 

Bo much for our outline! ' 

Do weexpectthatin every society that 
Bba!) form all the fdea! resulta, dwelt upon 
in this and previous issues of the JOURNAL, 
will be visibly achievedt By no means.

Were literature simply to volce the gospel it would 
lose lts characteras literature, for its voices are mutti- 
hudixous., ‘Pachoically, Dickens was not a Christian, 
Thackeray was not a Christian, thougti both were 
greatligbts in lterntore. If Dr. Síimpron's prayer 
were granted, lllerature would ba forced to abandon 
lha only principle that dM it existenco; namely, 
falth in the human mind, that prinoipia which ia the 
ground of a philosophy, and tha substanes of n falth 
it tho sume time, Todestroy It would be to destroy 
the central bello? of the modern world, a bollo? that 
has hardly yot begun itg course, Tünt!ltoraturo is 
not, in many respects, what it js desirable it should 
be, is owing to the condition in which the human 
mind at presant is. But that condition will be im- 
preyed only when the falth in It bocomes noblar;cer- 

Inly not when It declined altogether. Thecontribu- 
tion that Hteratura makes to the religion of the future 
may be sali enough: but It at all. ovehts makes this 
one in book, a spel newapapar, work of history, 
work of plillosophy, work of fiction, im poom, easny, 
letter, which the reading world devours. 


BOIENCE AND THE RELIGION OF THE FUTURE. 


Another factor in the religion of the future ia 
selenca. Not thot the resulta of sclentifie investign- 
tlon nre yet widely diffused or fürmiy established ; not 
that acientifc doctrines aro Forulacty recelved, or sol- 
entilic books generally studied—eclantifie men wish 
thoy were—not that thio professed teachors of science 
Bra Bo numerous,or 40 highly revered. Sclence is as 
yet in ite infnney, and hos no syatem to put forward 
as distinctively lts ows. Belentifio men disugreo 
among themselves, itid dispute amang themselves, as 
yYelloamently as the uneclentiie do. There js nochurch 
or creed of science, but thera ía a feeling abroad that 
the method of solance js the true method, and it Ia felt 
that the method of aclence ia opposed to the method 
of theology; that while theology starts with the as- 
sumption of truth, science seeks truth in the reglon 
of fact; and from thia feellog arises nn uneasy spirit 
of scepticism which makes peopte who know nothing 
about aclence dlatruatful of religion, The scepticism ` 
js in the alr, nn intangible thing, many-colored, many- 
shaped, but for that very reason all the more pervad.- 
Ing and powerful, Sclence provalis thus far rather 
by, tue apprehension it causes than by (he blow ít 

a. . 


Bcienco by lta method ia directly opposed to theolo- 
Ey. Itaprimary assumptions are fatnl to theology'a 
usual pretensinos. The "Christian" theotozy starts 
with (ha position that Nature [n crooked, distorted, 
evil, Scfence starts with the position that Natura is 
the solid work of truth, and must bo studied in order 
to ind truth. The Protestant theology lays down 
with emphasis that the mind that studies Nature is 
not an adeguato organ. Scienco lays down wlth 
equal emphasis that the mind whioh studtes Nature is- 
D perfect organ, the nppotnted organ—in fact, the only 
organ conceivable. On these very opposite founda- 
tions similiar structures cannot be built. ‘The relig- 
lon of science must be a very different thing from tne 
religion of either Romaniam or Protestantism. 


Thea ontaide of Splrituntism, onlside of litarature, 
outafdo of science, is an Immense mass of active 
mind. wholly: unorganized as yet, which is groping 
about after faith, but not groplag in tbe direction of 
professed Christinults, groping rather in every other 
direction, iu order to avoid tha. It may not be rellg- 
lous, but certalaly it Is not Christinn, and Jt is not 
concelvable that anything abort of a convulsion of 
Nature will mako itso, 1t proposes the. whidest voga- 
rlea of faith, but ita effort isto raconclle tha facts of 
the world with falth ot any kind. It Is loosely 
faucled that Christeadom, with its variouscomrmun- 
lons. cavers Modern society. Bat not two-thirds of 
the panplo ot tha United. States profess any religion 
whatever. And of these two-thlzidg a very larga pro- 
portion is composed of peoply who :narely profess, 
whe, for one or another reason, call themselves by a 
religious name, but arent heircbof no creed and no 
character. If Christendom were sifted, and only 
whoat gathered into tho barns, if would bo very ap- 

rent that whatever the religion of America might 

,1t wan not that. 


CONOLUSION, 


The rollgloua outlook in America In therefore un- 
certain and dim: but for what has been sald, à Tow 
polnta may ba prezonted.as clear:-~ 

1. Religion in America wil ba neither Romasist 
nor Protestant. It will not ba "Cüzlstian" in soy re- 
cognized sense of the term. 

2. Tho religion of Amutica will bo sclantific-that 
is, will reat on a foundatlon of solid facts, not on a 
foundation of tradition. 

3, Religion in America wi) ba unaectarinn, undog- 
matical, unecclesiastical; not a mutter of denomina- 
thanor party any more, but a matter of free opinion, 
vindicating itaclf by ita Intrinsto worth. 

4. Hellgion in America willbe practical, not merel 
fa the ordinary sense of doing good»but in tha grand 
er sensa of being humane, belng a pact of human so- 
eer r a en element in tho community's daily 


5. Again, and above all, religion in America wit] ba 
freo. Ite spirit will be tlie apirit of liberty. It will 
consecrate tha human mind to its high uses of. dis- 
covering. tho truth, and will count os fellow-workurs 
all troti-seakers, in soy and every #eld—literary, 
-actentific, philosophical—careless how they call thom- 
selves, incurious as to what name they are baptized in: 
admitting, welcoming, claiming the utmoat liberty of

Another of tha nobleat and bravest of 
women Has entered upon immortal life, ripe 
In yeara and crowned with uchlevements, 
No batter summary of these can ha given 
than tho following from tho New York 
Herald, Half n gCore of years ago this same 
paper treated with acorn and contumely 

he very movements which it now com- 
mendas, end which Mra. Mott was equally 
wise nnd zealous in advocating. “Truly, 
n the long run" justicn nnd truth are vine 
catod: 

" Lucretla Coffin, destined afterward as 
Lucretia Mott to be widely known on both 
aides of the Atlantic as oneof the moat tire- 
Jess aod succensful of ‘philanttiropla work: 
ers, was born in January, 1793. on the istand 
of Nantucket, befng dnqcended on both sides 
from a long line nf «Quaker ancestry. Khe 
received her Fducation partly Ep. Beaton, 
partly lu ihe Friend's Joardíng,Hohool ín 

uchess county, N. Ya and herself began 
teaching at the enrly ug» of li(teen. In 1802 
ahe removed with her parents Lo. Phitadet- 
pria which was from thut time forth her 

ame, and was married to James Mott in 
1611. Her satlve interest In both the nnti. 
Blavery ¢ause and thatof woman's work 
and wages, dates back to ber schoal diya, 
long before any organized effort was made 
in elther cause, and slip was one of tho faw 
efficient agitators af euch to whom the éar- 
ly orannization in each case ls largely owing. 
In 1818 ehe became n recognized miniater 
in tho Soc ety of Friards. Years afterward 
her el quant speech, her clear and cogent 
reasonkug and powerful appeals to tue con- 
sclence became known toa continually wid. 
ening public us she pleaded for the freedora 
of tlie alave, und inter far Tuler opportuni- 
tles and equal justice to her sex. 1n 1827, 
when the separation of tho Society of 
Feiends Into two distinct reiiglous bodies 
occurred, she identified herself with the 
Hinkslte or Urlitariau branch. But what- 
over question may bave been raised as to 
her religions creed thera never wos or could 
be any a4 to the beautiful and practical 
Christianity of her lfe In 2833 ahe.was 
one of those who took an aclive part In the 
irat antl-alavery convention, which was 
held In Philadelphie, nnd which organized 
the American Anti-Slavery Soetety, The 
next year aho was one of. those wha form- 
ed the Phlladelphis Female Anti-Slavery 
Hoclaty, and was one of ita most active 
execulive members, She addressed many 
meetings in the aucceeding yeara, not on. 
ly throughout the North, but jn many of 

10 slave States, und was several times 
among those who were attacked by moba 
gathered In the Inloreala of slavery. A char. 
acterlatic &nd well authenticated anecdote 
fa told of her on one of -thes# ozcaalons when 
she bade ona of her friends, who had hia 
hands full in protecting the ladies of his 
own party, te go his way without taking 
trouble for her. “But who wt pratect 
you?" hennswoered, “This gentleman will,” 
she replied, Huaping her hund uguny on the 
arm ot ose of tbe ringleaders uf the mob 
who were crowding ta nssnult them. The 
man Jooked at her furu moment as if struck 
dumb, but justified her bold confidence and 
ready wit by piloting her aafety cut of the 
melce, In 1840 nho and severn? nther women 
were sont us delegates by tho Pennsylvania 
Soclaty Lo a World's Anti-Blavery Conven- 
tion held in London. Massachusetts algo 
had included several women In {ta delega- 
tion. The refusal of the convention to ad- 
mit these delegates to seats and the indig- 
nation aroused by ita action, caused the pub- 
lication of the frat English and French wo- 
man's rights journals, and the calling of the 
first woman's convention in America. It 
was held in Saneen Falls, N. Y. in 1818. and 
James Mott. the husband of Lucretia Mutt, 
presided. The husbaud and wife were as 
one throughont on all questions of public 
interest or philanthropic effort. The causo 
of temperance and that of universal paace 
also engaged bor timo and aympathles in a 
great degree. But after the anti alavery 
movement that of the education and em- 
ployment of herownsex claimed her strong- 
eat interest. She was one of the drat to 
move actively in the promotion of the mad- 
ical education of women and inthe founding 
tho- Woman's Medical College of Vannayl- 
vania, Her cordial sympathy and co-opara- 
tion never failed ita professors, studenta or 
trustees, and her lovelg face and earnest 
Kreeting were among the greatest attrac» 
tions of its annual receptions on the eyen- 
Ing of Commencement Day. Mrs. Mott was 
decidediy under the middle height, and very 
slight and frail in figure, bnt abe bad an ex- 
traordlnartly noble and beautifal head and 
face, and retalned—although abe lived far 
beyond her elgttioth year—tho beauty not 
Only of expression, but in a wonderful de- 
Ateo, that of outline and delicate complex- 
fon. Whlle accomplishing so much of pub- 
Uc good, Mra. Mott wasequaliy faithful and 
well beloved tn the circle of her own home 
and friends. Altogether she waa one of the 
moat remutkablo women of ber time, and 
her work has been of the efficient character 
which mustcoutinuste bear fralt long 
after the name of the quiet Quaker preact- 
er has become only a memory.”
